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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 6/23/05. These drawings are acceptable. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The office acknowledges the amendment filed on 6/23/05 canceling claims 13- 
14, 32-33, and 53-54 without prejudice, while amending claims 1 , 1 1 , 24, and 46. 

3. The indication of claims 39-45 and 60-66 as being allowable over the art of 
record is withdrawn. The office regrets any inconveniences and accordingly is issuing 
this office action as a non-final office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 16-23, 39-45, and 60-66, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Grayznov et al., U.S. Pat. No. 6,748,534, hereinafter '534. 

6. As to claims 16-23, 39-45, and 60-66, a method and system for partitioned 
distributed scanning, having: a computer program, master/host computer, a plurality of 
files, predetermined characteristics, specific content, scan initiating logic, scan dividing 
logic, task issuing logic, task result logic, scan merging logic, see abs., figs. 3-4c, col. 2, 
lines 43 et seq., col. 5-6 et seq., col. 7, lines 1-42 et seq., claims 1-3 et seq. Specific 
characteristics, worm, Trojan, quarantine or redirecting/locking, a plurality of files, from 
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one or more network, receiving and sending messages, data transmissions, 
polling/tracking task, status monitoring, see col. 5-7 et seq. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-12, 15, 24-31, 34-38, 46-52, and 55-59 are allowed.
